Residents of Lake Villa Grade 
School District 41 will go to the polls 
Saturday to approve or disapprove 
a $211,000 bond issue to finance a 
new 9-room grade school building 
and the site for it at Beck and Sand 
Lake Roads in the Lindcnhurst area. 

The present building is over- 
crowded and the school authorities 
have had to place the overflow in 
the old Cedar Lake school and a 
rented building at Lindcnhurst 
farm. Eighty-six pupils now at- 
tend school-outside the central Lake 
Villa school where 100 ore housed 
in basement rooms. 

Since 1946 the enrollment has in- 
creased from 89 to 890. Lack of 
ground space prevents any more 
additions to the central school. 

The proposed new school would 
provide eight classrooms, a kinder- 
garten room, kitchen and office. 

While the new Prince of Peace 
parochial school will lessen the en- 
rollment by about 100 pupils, the 
prospect for new pupils will soon 
make up that loss in one year. 
Then it may be necessary to go to 
half-day sessions before a new 
school can be .completed. 

The Lake County Civic league has 
estimated that the increase in the 
tax rate will be 18 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, which means 
that a home assessed at $5,000 
would be taxed $9 more a year. 

Voting will be from noon to 7 p.m. 
Saturday in two precincts. A line 
running north and south along Nor- 
mandy ave., Venetian Village, di- 
vides the district. Persons living 
east of that line will vote at the 
school in Lindcnhurst and those 
west at the Lake Villa School gym- 
nasium.

House Cleaning 

Victor Riesel, the distinguished writer on labor 
affairs who was blinded with acid by goons, believes 
that the current Congressional investigation into al- 
leged abuses by certain labor leaders, will result in 
legislation forcing unions to clean house. Public 
opinion— which includes the opinion of the rank-and- 
file union members and the many honest officers of 
unions — will demand that. 

Mr. Riessel goes on to describe three specific 
fields in which legislation can be expected. First, 



the law must see that union members run and actual- 
ly control their own unions. Second, protections 
must be erected around the welfare and, pension 
funds, which noW total the incredible sum of $25 
billion. Third, something must be done about 
labor's political activities so far as they lead to cor- 
ruption and racketeering. 

This hi all to the good. But there is one more 
essential step — entirely aside from special legisla- 
tive needs which will be made clear by the present 
investigation. That is adoption, by all the states, of 
right-to-work laws which make union membership 
a voluntary matter, which each worker can decide 
for himself, without coercion. ^ 

Indiana recently became the 18th state to adopt 
such a law, significantly. It was the first major In- 
dustrial state to do so. Right-to-work Is In no way 
anti-union — the unions "fore free to organize as mony 
workers as wish to join. It is, however, pro-worker 
and pro-good union. For it makes the union "sell 
itself" on the basis of the kind of service It gives and 
the standards of conduct it follows. It does away 
with union monopoly — and monopoly in any field, 
invariably breeds corruption. 

Regulation Goes With Subsidization 

A recognized authority in his field, Roger A. 
Freeman, formerly Research Director of the Educa- 
tion Committee of the U. S. Commission on Inter- 
governmental Relations, refutes a number of com- 
monly held conceptions concerning the nation's 
schools. 

One fallacy he cites is that schools are being 
discriminated against in the allocation of public 
funds. Actually, education has for many years been 
the largest item of public expenditure in this country, 
save only for the national defense. The United States 
spends a larger share of its national income on schools 
than any other country of record. 

Another fallacy is that the teacher shortage 
grows worse and worse, The teacher-pupil ratio 
in 1900 was one to 35.7, in 1930 it was 30.1, and In 
1955 it was one to 26.9. He adds, "Much of the 
teacher shortage is due to inefficient use of the avail- 
able teachers." 

Another fallacy— and an extremely important 
one today — is that the states and communities lack 
the fiscal capacity to meet school needs, so the fed- 
eral government must provide support. Mr. Free- 
man quotes the Education Committee with which 
he was associated as reporting no state is unable to 
support an adequate school system, and that federal 
aid is not necessary. 

Finally, Mr. Freeman pointed out that if the 
government is going to pay for the schools, it is ul- 
timately going to run them. As a U. S. Supreme 
Court decision said in 1942: "It is hardly lack of due 
process for the government to regulate that which it 
subsidizes."

Nation Still Leans 
On Coal Industry 
For Power Sources 

University Park, Pa.— In apltc 
of recent developments In atomic 
and solar energy, the coal indus- 
try must look forward to a stead- 
ily Increasing growth to meet- our 
country's needs for Industrial and 
domestic uses. 

This Is the opinion of Dr, H. 
Beccher Charmbury, professor of 
mineral preparation at the Penn- 
sylvania State University, who pre' 
diets the constant rise In popula- 
tion and the sharp expansion of 
our public demand for greater 
conveniences will continue to sup- 
ply the impetus for progress In the 
coal Industry. 

"When we add to the coal need- 
ed for Industrial and domestic 
uses the energy that will be re- 
quired In the not too distant fu- 
ture to supplement our oil and gas 
supplies and the coal that will soon 
be Increasingly used for coal 
chemicals, the long term prospect 
for the coal Industry Is good In- 
deed," Dr. Charmbury says. 

However, if the coal Industry is 
going to make the progress It 
must make. It must have help. He 
cites the need for more technic- 
ally trained engineers for the effi- 
cient production, preparation, and 
utilization of coal. 

Dr. Charmbury also cites the 
need for more research, not only 
In the utilization of coal, but also 
In the field of mining and In prep- 
aration. 

He points out that In Pennsylva- 
nia, where coal Is a billion dollar 
business and more than 75,000 per- 
sons are employed In Just the min- 
ing of it, research Is needed to de- 
termine more economical methods 
of extracting the coal. 



New Disease Like 
Scarlet Fever 

CHICAGO— An apparently new 
disease with symptoms resembling 
those of scarlet fever, but without 
Its seriousness, was reported by a 
Pennsylvania pediatrician. 

Thirty cases were seen at the 
State Hospital for Crippled Child- 
ren at Elizabethtown, Pa., accord- 
ing to Dr. Mary D. Ames. 

The scarlet fever-like symptoms 
were fever, soar throat, and a 
generalized bright red rash. How- 
ever, no streptococci, the causa- 
tive agent of scarlet fever, were 
isolated from the throats of the 
patients and there was no scaling 
of the skin as in scarlet fever. 
I Dr. Ames pointed out that it Is 

very important to distinguish be- 
tween the new disease and scarlet 
fever because of the hardships 
that would follow wrong diagnosis. 
A diagnosis of scarlet fever means 
that the patient must be quaran- 
tined for at least seven dnys. In 
Pennsylvania, other persons resid- 
ing on the premises cannot handle 
or sell food, milk, candy, bever- 
ages or tobacco. The child loses 
time at school and the adults may 
be cut off from necessary Income, 
she said. 



More Americans Take 
To Wheeled Housing 

The steadily growing trend to 
life on wheels (mobile homes) has 
made this Industry a booming 
billion-dollar business, with near- 
ly 200 manufacturers and 3500 
dealers. 

Sales of the wheeled houses 
have rocketed from a little over 
11,000,000 in 1930 to approximately 
t500.000.000 last year, according to 
figures released at the 20th annual 
National Mobile Home Show In the 
New York Coliseum. 

Another $500,000,000 is invested 
In mobile home parks, some of 
which cost as much as $500,000— 
each, 

Mobile home occupants now 
number 3,000.000, with another 
quarter of a million people join- 
ing their ranks every year. ■ 

There are more than 1,000,000 
of the wheeled houces in use to- 
day. Average annual income per 
family exceeds the national av- 
erage by more than $1,000,

Latest thing to come out of a 
China that's force-feeding itself 
industrialization Is a stapling ma- 
chine for the use of the thousands 
of bureaucrats the communist sys- 
tem requires. It's hailed as an all- 
Chinese step forward, but even a 
casual examination proved it to be 
a copy of the familiar device pro- 
duced by a Long Island firm.

Total Construction 
Should Set New ■ 
Records in 1957 

Chicago— Construction will con- 
tinue at a record pace this year, 
although there will be little change 
In the volume of residential build- 
ing. 

This is the opinion of John M. 
Neff, manager of the ceramics and 
minerals research department at 
Armour Research Foundation of 
Illinois Institute of Technology, 
Chicago. 

He believes total construction 
will set a record in 1057, as it did 
last .year, but that private home 
construction— which failed to live 
up to expectations last year— will 
not do much better In 1057. 

"This latter point does not re- 
flect a recession in the building In- 
dustry as some people seem to 
think," Neff declared. "The build- 
ing Industry Is holding its own in 
our growing economy, but not in 
the areas that were expected." 

The volume of all types of con- 
struction last year totaled over 
$44 billion, an Increase of 3 per 
cent over 1955. Residential con- 
struction In 1050, however, was 
down 8 per cent from the previous 
year. 

This docs not indicate that the 
supply of housing is catching up 
to demand, Neff contended. But it 
does reflect,, he said, a more cau- 
tious attitude on the part of peo- 
ple who are house hunting. , 

"The public is standing off and 
giving more consideration to how 
they want to live 20 years from 
now," Neff declared. It is largely 
this thoughtful pause in making a 
decision, he said, that is responsi- 
ble for the slowdown In private 
home construction. 



Human Body Reacts 
To Hunger, Pain 

Los Angeles— What happens to 
your body when you arc hungry or 
hurt? 

Dr. Bernard Engcl, University 
ot California, Los Angeles, psy- 
chologist, has made a study of 
such "abnormal" conditions. 

Subjects who fasted up to 24 
hours showed a slight drop' in 
blood pressure, a very slight rise 
in temperature, Increased saliva 
Row, decreased respiration rate, 
and an increased Incidence ot 
stomach contractions. 

Subjects who hid their feet 
suddenly plunged into a bucket of 
ice water showed a marked in- 
crease in blood pressure and an 
Increased heart rate. The blood 

volume in, their fingers also 
dropped, and a blocking of stom- 
ach contractions occurred. Antici- 
pation of pain produced similar 
but not Identical results. 

In general, Dr. Engcl said, the 
studies did not support earlier,, 
theories which had suggested that 
the body did not physiologically 
distinguish between hunger and 
pain.

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Tree Farming Plan 
Shows Money Can 
Grow With Timber 

WASHINGTON— The Tree Farm 
movement started Just '10 yean 
ago Is growing up. 

From Montesnno to Miami, 
from Kennebunk to California, 
landowners are waking up to .the 
fact that money really grows on 
trees. 

Interest in tree farming — the 
growing of timber as a crop— is 
best attested by the fact that to 
date 44 states participate in the 
voluntary, industry-opcrat cd 
American Tree Farm System of 
growing timber as a crop on tax- 
paying timberlands. The program 
enrolled more than 4 million acrei 
during the past year. 

Behind all this Increasing ferv- 
or for good forestry lies the basic 
stimulant of good markets for 
wood products. Unless the farmer 
can sell his sawlogs, his pulpwood, 
his fence posts and his Christmas 
trees, he has little incentive to 
Investigate the opportunities of 
good woodlot management. For 
geographical reasons, there Isn't 
always a local market for timber, 
but the overall market outlook 
around the country is bright. Al- 
ready Americans use .3,129 arti- 
cle* made from wood— and the 
Ust Is increasing. 

In the United States today are 
soma 4,461,274 "small" woodlot 
owners whose holdings are under 
900 acres. They hold 61 per cent 
of the country's commercial for* 
est land. Each year they take 
to market and sell $700 million 
worth of sawlogs, pulpwood. 
posts, turpentine, Christmas trees, 
maple syrup, and other forest 
products. 

Because these small landown- 
ers control most of the nation's 
forestland, it Is clear that Increas- 
ing demands for wood open the 
door to greater opportunities for 
producing timber as a cash crop. 
The farmer who has paid little 
or no attention to his woodlot 
might well look Into the advan- 
tages of forest management

Dr. Ferguson, now on assistant 
professor of government at Los 
Angeles State College, analyzed 
votes cast far President In elec- 
tions from 1000 through 1943.

Farther for Their Fun 

LOS ANGELES— City dwellers 
drive farther for social reasons 
than for shopping purposes, ac- 
cording to a study of metropolitan 
Los Angeles' contact patterns. 

Most of the Interviewees indi- 
cated they did their shopping with- 
in their own neighborhoods, but 
social'contacts were some distance 
beyond. Some interviewees aver- 
aged as high as 10 miles a trip 
for social reasons. 

"Nelghborllness" seemed to be 
limited by the number and quality 
of cars in the family. Car owner- 
ship increased the radius of urban 
contacts. Those with two cars In 
the family hod more commercial 
and social contacts outside the 
neighborhood than those with one 
car.

MEXICO CITY — The radio-ac- 
tive fallout particles being spread 
throughout the world as - a result 
of atom bomb tests, and uncon- 
trolled antibiotic therapy nrc the 
seeds of chronic illness and pre- 
mature death In present and fu- 
ture generations, an American ex- 
pert on genetics warned here. 

The danger of both were re- 
ported by Dr. Edwin J. Grace, 
of the Grace Clinic,- Brooklyn, 
N. Y., speaking before the con- 
gress of the International College 
of Surgeons, 

"Radio-active fallout from 
atomic tests may induce danger- 
ous cellular mutations (Changes in 
the characteristics of an organ- 
ism) In man with untoward effects 
on present and future genera- 
tions." he said, "Likewise, Ihe 
genetic changes caused by Inade- 
quate antibiotic therapy must be 
prevented." 

He said wartime research 
brought out that combinations of 
antibiotics delayed or prevented 
the emergence of resistant bac- 
terial strains. This technique, he 
reported, has been Improved by a 
combination of antibiotics In a 
detergent solvent (aerosol wash) 
a refinement of that used In the 
household. 

The combination, he said, re- 
sults In an extensive diffusion of 
the antibiotic Into .< wound and 
diminishes greatly the need for 
many extensive procedures. He 
added: 

"The detergent solution* so en- 
hanced therapy that previously 
inadequate doses immediately be- 
came adequate in certain In- 
stances, and produced an effec- 
tiveness beyond their additional 
potential." 

Dr. Grace said an antibiotic fn 
a detergent also is being Inhaled 
os a mist In the treatment of many 
Infectious lung diseases. It also 
is being used in cases of sinu- 
sitis (inflammation of the sinus.)

So predicts Chicago realtor 
Balph W. Applogntc, a specialist 
in the construction of high-rise 
residential cooperative apnrtmcnt 
buildings. He is convinced that 
for Chicago and scores of other ■ 
cities, the time Is ripe for a major 
reversal of the trend to a suburbia. 

As nn example, he cites Phoenix, 
Ariz., where the Phoenix Towers, 
n $3 million 14-story luxury coop- 
erative is now rearing completion . 
near the downtown area. Demand 
for apartments In the building— 
the first of its kind in the state- 
was so great, he says, that more 
than half were sold from blue- 
prints alone. 

According to Applcgate. cities 
can expand just so far. After that, 
they Invariably bog down, deep in 
their own mire of public and pri- 
vate transportation. Fifty years 
ago, city planners, if they were 
any for most young towns, had no 
conception of the potentially stran- 
gling volume of trafTlc which 
would result as the community 
expanded outward in every direc- 
tion, 
v "Most cities of any size havo 
reached the point of horizontal sat- 

* uration," Applcgate says, "There 
simply isn't anywhere to go but 
straight up! And, If wc £o up,

New Missing Link 
Is Uncovered 

Washington, D. C— Finding of a 
"missing link" In the evolution of 
modern mammals— a creature that 
had branched off from the great 
family of odd-toed ungulates, 
which includes the horse and 
rhino, toward the present tapir— is 
reported by C. Lewis Gazln. Smith- 
sonian Institution curator of verte- 
brate paleontology. 

This ancient animal, of which 
a fossil law and parts of a skull 

were found In the Wind River 
basin of Wyoming, was Dllopho- 
don, about the size of a fox, which 
lived during the upper Eocene 
period of geological time, about 
45,000.000 years ago. The Wind 
River area long has been a favor- 
ite hunting ground for mammals 
of the Eocene, the period when 
• the warm-blooded creatures began 
to take on some of their present 
forms. 

Also encountered were the fossil 
remains of a somewhat larger 
taplrold, Desmatotherium, rather 
resembling the smaller tapir. DU- 
ophodon, but cannot be considered 
directly ancestral to any living 
form although representative of 
the general complex from which 
arose rhinos, horses, tapirs, and 
certain groups of extinct hoofed 
mammals. 



Men at 21 Top 
Auto Fatality Lists 

NEW YORK— Men at age 21 re- 
cord the highest mortality from 
motor vehicle accidents, accord- 
ing to experience of one insur- 
ance company among its millions 
of industrial policyholders. At this 
age, the toil among men Is near- 
ly eight times that among women. 

The motor vehicle accident 
death rate among the Insured 
male during the years 1953-55 rose 
sharply from an average of less 
than 10 per 10,000 at ages l-'24^to 
a peak of 64.1 per 100,000 at age 
21. The rale for females at age 21 
was 8.4 per 100,000. 

Among females, there was a 
comparitively gradual rise In the 
death rate from this cause during 
the teen ages, with a rate* of 13.4 
per 100,000 at age IB, but the peak 
rate, 16.0 per 100,000, occurred at 
ages 65-74 years. 

The higher motor vehicle death 
rate among males in the late 
teens and early twenties may re- 
flect, in large measure, frequent 
disregard of safe driving prac- 
tices the statisticians suggest.
